The schools during the past year have made the usual good pro- 
gress. A larger number of names appear upon the rolls than were 
found in town at the annual enumeration, owing to the fact that 
a number of scholars have come to town since the enumeration was 
made. All studies required by law for Primary and Grammar grades 
have been taught. Whole number weeks for Primary schools, 50 
each, whole number weeks for Grammar school, 32, whole number 
scholars names on the rolls, 83, whole number scholars, April enume- 
ration, 72, number attending school out of town, 11, scholars neither 
absent nor tardy.
